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FUA Chief Henry Young 
Asks for United Front

ST. ALBERT. — FUA President Henry Young addressed 
a joint meeting of Locals No. 502 and 533 held March 13 in 


the community hall. 

The purpose and program of 
the FUA together with its aims 
and ambitions, were clearly out- 
lined by President Young. 

The FUA will continue to press 
for additional payment to farmers 
from the Five Year Wheat Pcol, 
# number of petitions have been 
received, and the figures are 
steadily mounting. 


“We will not accept the 8.3 
cents a bushel as the final pay- 
ment, if we stand firm and pre- 
sent a united front, we can get 
a better payment,’ stated Mr. 
Young. 


It is Mr. Young’s intention to 
attend the conference to be held 
in Saskatoon March 14, where he 
will meet with Rt. Hon. James G. 
Gardiner and the Hon: Stuart Gar- 
son to discuss fresh representa- 
tions over the Five Year Pool. 

Delegates from various organ- 
izations including the Federation 
of Agriculture, the Farmers 
Unions, the Wheat Pools and the 
grain growers from the three 
prairie provinces will be in at- 
tendance. 


PRICES MOST 
SERIOUS THREAT 

The most serious problem fac- 
ing farmers today, in Mr. Young's 
opinion, is the price relationship 
between farm products and the 
general price level. At the time 
the present wheat agreement was 
drawn up, it looked reasonable, he 
said. Now, however, we have in- 
flation conditions and while our 
wheat price cannot rise beyond 
the maximum price level, it can go 


down. It is therefore, essential 
that we have a revision of farm 
prices before at price controls 
are instituted by the government.

Unless the inte? t of the farn 
ers 18 aroused and some action 


taken, they stand a good chance 
of a further loss in the marketing 
of their wheat, which is being sold 
at the nresent time at 20 cents a 
bushel below the prevailing world 
price for wheat. This could mean 
a loss not unlike the one suffered 
under the five year nool. 

In closing Mr. Young urged all 
farmers to join the FUA and lend 
it their support. “If you are go- 
ing to take anything out of an 


organization, you must be willing 
to put something into it,” he said, 
“while this need not always be 
money, remember this, if you 
just feed a horse enough to keep 
it alive, you cannot expect it to do 
much work for you. The same ap 
plies to the FUA in order to op 
erate on a scale sufficiently large 
to accomplish our purnose, we 


must have increased member: 


ship.” 

Although farmers in numerou 
instances have investments rang 
ing upwards of $20,000 they do 
not deem it necessary to invest 
anything in an organization to 
protect these interests on the 
other hand, business men inva 
iably join and support unions and 
organizations to protect their in 
vestments and interests and con 
sider it sound business practice, 
Mr. Young told his listeners. 


Farmers must realize that the 
solution to their problems is a 
strong, militant ard active or- 
ganization, and we can only 
build this through united effort. 
Mr. Young also told the meeting 
that the Junior FUA had doub- 
led its membership in the last 
year, and he commended James 
Ellett highly for the work he 


had done in this connection.

The Calgary Albertan said editorially in 
reference to Rt. Hon. Gardiner’s failure to 
get the British government to come through 
with more money for Canadian wheat, “if 
there is one lesson in all this that the Cano 
dian farmer should have learned, it is the 
danger of dealing through governments 
They should sell their own wheat through the 
regular market channels, direct to the reeu 
lar consumers there should be no inte 
ference with the market.” 

What the Albertan fails to understand 
(or does not want to understand) is that 
“dealing through governments” is the only 
way wheat can be exported and such has 
been the case not only during the war but in 
the intervening years. ‘There is no important 
wheat exporting nation in the world today 
which is not dealing throush governments 
Since the end of the war Canada exnended 
credits totalling $1 billion to Great Dritain 
and other nations, much of which was used 
for the purchase of Canadian wheat. Over 
$'. billion of Marshall Plan funds was di- 
verted to Canada to enable wheat to be ex- 
ported to Great Britain.

Taxes, Temperature, 
And Tropical Isles

A jtropical jisland jis for sale off the coast of 
Queensland in Australia, There is good fishing, ideal 
climate and the sea is only 60 feet from the front 
door of the owner’s residence. It is for sale for only 
$18,000, 

The State of Florida is carrying on a publicity—a 
come-hither- campaign to induce northerners to go 

to Florida, not just for a vaca- 
tion, but to live. The cost of liv- 
ing, they claim, is as low or lower 
and with more and more people 
moving there to make their 
homes, the opportunities are get- 
ting better to make a good living. 
With March temperatures of 
25 degrees below zero, I keep 
mumbling to myself, “Surely I 
could make enough to buy three 
meals a day and live in Florida.” 
That $18,000 island proposition 
is, of course, something else. 
LOWER TAXES 

I don't know how much the taxes are on $18,000 
assessment of coral reef but I do know taxes should 
be lower in Alberta municipalities with the in- 
creased grants from oil revenues. The provincial 
budget is giving $25,000,000 more to municipalities. 

A few months ago we urged in this column that 
the auto license fees be reduced and, if necessary, 
the gasoline tax increased. And that is just what 
Premier Manning has done. Only we'd like to see 
the idea extended to another hike in the per-gallon 
tax and reduce the annual license fees to about 
$2.00 per vehicle. It's easier to pay an extra cent 
a gallon during the year than an extra $18.00 at 
license fee time. 

WHEAT “BONUS” 

The announcement of $63,000,000 to be paid now 
to western wheat producers as the final payment 
for Canadian wheat sold under the 5-year-plan, 
came as a shock to me in two ways. 

First, it didn’t seem to jibe at all with the

Hospital Conditions 

Dear Sir-—The letter signed 
“Alert”? re the Drumheller hos- 
pital situation published in your 
Starland Reporter is quite’ in 
agreement with my views. From 
comments heard during the past 
months, it is the view of many 
more of the hospital ratepayers. 

It may be possible that the hos- 
pital is functioning under a 1930 
economy in 1961, that nurses may 
be underpaid, hence the large 
turn-over. 

I understand the Nurses Associ- 
ation has not become as far devel- 
oped as the Teachers Association 
or the trade unions and miners 
union. 

It may also be possible that 
goodwill does not exist between 
the staff and administrators of 
the hospital. Perhaps the  hos- 
pital revenue has not kept pace 
with rising costs, 

The municipal hospital mill 
rate in the 1930's was four mills, 
it is now four and a half com- 
pared to the school rate of 20 
mills. 


Perhaps hospitalization of old 
age pensioners, the miners, and 
compensation board patients does 


not meet the actual cost entailed. 
Perhaps there are not enough 
nyrses to adequately care for the 
patients, and should an epidemic 
break out there would no doubt 
be a very serious situation arise. 

I hone others who vive voice to 
their thoughts may avail them- 
selves of your column and find 
out what is wrong with the Drum- 
heller Municipal hospital and have 
it corrected.

The dice and 
black-jack tables were fulded 
up, and the dealers were get- 
ting ready to leave town. How- 
ever, apparently on orders from 
“above,” the men stayed in 
town, and the club has now 
started running the black-jack 
and dice again. 


Annual profits from this and

A flat “no comment” is all 
that Chief of Police Reg.

DEAR LOUISA:—I read so many articles about mothers 
spoiling their children and undermining ‘he father’ Ss attempts 


at discipline. 

I would like to put my two cents

Disaster Services, said at the end 
of the first week in the Red Cross 
national appeal for more than 
$5,000,000, 

Emphasizing that Red Cross as- 
sisted in more than 500 disasters 
in Canada last year, including Red 
River floods, the Rimouski and 
Cabano fires, and the Canoe River 
train wreck, General Mann de- 
clared that never before have 
the peacetime demands on Red 
Cross services and funds been so 
great. 

“As Canadians from coast to 
coast plan for the needs of civil 
defence, Red Cross is training its 
personnel and consolidating its 
plans, plans we trust will never 
have to be put into effect, but 
which must be ready.” 

General Mann praised the 
recent appointment of Lt.-Col. 
Walter Reynolds, OBE, former- 
ly of Ottawa, as national dir- 
ector of Red Cross 
Services. 

“We are ready to take the role 
in civil defence which the Gov- 
ernment assigns to us,’ he report- 
ed. “In addition to our new task 
of supplying blood and_ blood 
products for both the armed forces 
and the civil defence require- 
ments, we must still be prepared 
for our traditional responsibility 
of meeting the needs in all na- 
tional disasters of natural origin 
which strike without warning.”
